(a) that a valid adoption 
order (except for Moslems) 
may only be made by a Dist- 
riet Court and not by @ re- 
ligious Court 

(6) that the District Court 
decides according to religious 
Law, unless the parties are 
foreigners 

(e) that the paramount con- 
sideration is the welfare of 
the child. 

(dad) that the validity of an 
adoption is recognized by 
Rabbinical Law, and that it 
is possible to confer upon the 
adopted child the status of a 
natural heir of the adopters, 
as though he were their child 
by birth 

The decision also sets out 
the legal formalities to de 
observed according to Rab- 
binical Law in order to give

full effect to an adoption, 
and confirms the principle of 
secrecy in adoption proceed- 
ings. As an example of the 
full effect of adoption, it says 
that an adopted child, when 
called to the reading of the 
Torah, may be named son of

The main difficulty in the 
way of adoption is the fact 
that there are many more ap- 


plicants for children than 
children. and many families 
have been waiting for five 


years or more to find a child.

Border Dispute 

In the past, the lack of 4 
clear delineation of the $20 
kms. long border between the 
Yemen and the Western Aden 
Protectorate, has repeatedly 
been a source of incidents 
and fraction. In 1906, a mixed 
Anglo-Turkish Commission — 
the Turks then being the 
rulers of most of Arabia — 
delineated a minder part of the 
border, from Perim,. at the 
extreme south-western corner 
of the Arabian Peninsula to 
as far north-east as the Bana 


river. However, beyond the 
Hana, the frontier Unes re- 
rained undefined — thus 


opening the way to repeated 
conflicts 

The Anglo-Yemen Treaty 
of Amity and Friendship of 
1934 — which resulted in 
neither ‘amity amor friendship 
— deferred the Question of 
Yemen's southern border. It 
left the status quo untouched 
for a period of 40 years 

The four decades have not 
yet elapsed, but the discovery 
of new oil regions makes it 
necesary to re-comsider the 
status quo.
